1. The agreed delineation of responsibility between Defense and CIA for 
E&E provides that: "A briefer's and debriefer's certificate (Appendix "C" 
hereto) will be explained to and signed by all military personnel at the time 

of any initial E&E briefing, classified "CONFIDENTIAL" or above." 

2. CINCPAC evidently feared this might be interpreted as requiring the 
execution of the certificate each time an individual received an initial briefing. 

Tab A, which you sent to me for action, informs CIA that the JCS have instructed 
the Services as follows: that the certificate is to be executed only once by each 
individual and is permanently binding. 25

Each individual 
so briefed will be informed that the oath therein is 


permanent, and is binding on any subsequent E&E briefings 
and also upon reassignment from positions requiring 
knowledge of sensitive aspects of E&E information."
